of water in Lake Huron that fully de­ 
serves the title of ‘‘graveyard of the 
great lakes. ” 
J his locality lies between the lower 
entrance to the straits of Mackinac and 
AI pima. 
It is the chosen and most di­ 
rect route for fully 90 per cent of the 
commerce of tho great lakes. 
The pe­ 
culiar trend of the shore and the routes 
on which the boats sail bring a fleet of 
thousands of steamers aud vessels into 
a narrow lane along the Michigan shore 
that is hardly four miles wide. In clear 
weather and during starlit nights mas­ 
ters and lookouts are especially vigi­ 
lant in these crowded wanters. 
In dark, 
thick weather, when the smokestack of 
a steamer is lost to view by tho man on 
the bridge, it is a region fraught with 
so much peril and such constant danger

I hat 
every new* ship must go over tins peril 
oils course 50 or 60 times ever\ season, 
the need of some means of lessening id 
perils has become imperative. 
Captain J S. Dunham has long had 
the theory that if two courses were laid 
out on Lake Hurou the liability to col­ 
lision would be reduced to a minimum. 
He has explained his ideas to other ma 
rine men aud to the underwriters, and 
they have given a most cordial sanction 
to the change he proposes. 
One course would be for all up bound 
boats in leaving St. Clair river at Port 
Huron to keep out in the lake until they 
were from 8 to 12 miles outside the 
course they uow follow 
They would 
maintain this coarse all the way to 
Presque isle When bound for Lake Su 
perior. they would continue the same 
distance to the eastward, finally return 
mg to the old course at Detour 
When 
bourn! tor Lake Michigan, they would 
cross over above Presque isle and come 
back to the old course them 
All boats 
bound down would keep close to the 
shore, following the present course. 
Vessels from Lake Superior bound dowu 
would cross the courses of Lake Michi­ 
gan boats bound up 
Thus only at one 
point the entire length of Lake Huron 
would boats running in opposite direc­ 
tions meet 
As soon as that point was 
passed captains would he certain that. j 
however thick the fog, they were safe, 
for no boats would be ooming in the op­ 
posite direction. All they would have 
to look alter would be boats bound the 
same way, and it would be an easymat- 
i tor to avoid them. The objection to hav­ 
ing two courses—that some time might 
be lost on the up trip by boats keeping 
out iu Lake Hurou—is met by the state­ 
ment that while a little time might be 
lost in pleasant weather, yet the gain of 
being free to run at a fair speed not­ 
withstanding foggy weather would far 
more than overcome the loss. 
This is 
uot takiug into account the great in 
crease iu safety. Down bound boats 
would uot lose any time either from 
Lake Michigan or Lake Superior. The) ; 
would keep along the course they have 
always follow ed, free to run, with uoiii 
ing ahead of them. 
To make the two , 
courses effective vessels must keep on 
them rn all weather, for with the fickle 
ness of the Lake Huron fog there is I 
never any telling when the surface of J 
the water will give forth a cloud. 
The means of compelling captains to 
follow the two courses is not altogether 
clear, but it is thought the government

These two 
courses should be used in all sorts of 
weather, fair as well as foul. By run­ 
ning over the courses in fair weather 
captains would become accustomed to 
them, as they are now accustomed to the 
old ones. They would learn the running 
time of their Iwiats in various conditions 
of weather on each course, and naviga­ 
tion in a fog would mean less anxiety 
to them than it does now. The addition 
of a few hours on the up passage, on ac­ 
count of running out into the lake, 
would be more than paid for by the ad 
ditional safety under this ruling. What 
the double track has done for railroads 
it. would also accomplish for this dan­

w ithout a word, drew his own purse, 
picked out a thaler and gave it to the 
tisheriiiau. 
As the man rowed a wa y Eh- I 
lers answered thus the priuce’s question­ 
ing look: 
“ Royal highness, the third man in 
the whole (ieriiia n empire must acquit 
him.self in style.” 
Prince W illia m looked Ehlers over, 
but made no reply. 
The two rowed in 
silence to the shore, luid for two weeks 
Ehler.s received no invita tions to row 
ou the river. 
At the end of that period 
the excursions were resumed and the 
prince seemed to have forgotten the re­ 
buke.

One day after W illia m II had beeu 
on the German throne tw o or three 
years Otto Ehlers appeared before the 
emperor w ith a special embassy of A fri­ 
can chiefta ins from the em pire’s colo­ 
nial possessions.
